activity for an infinite period of time. In fact for most people it is 
impossible. And like I said - who really wants to stay in exactly the 
same place - we want to continue to do more and make more of a 
change right? But these cycles have always gone in waves - every 
town has it’s ups and downs - every faction of the scene has it’s hey 
days and it’s dead days until some individual, or some band, or some 
outlet is created to fuel a whole bunch of people through another chunk 
of time. I can feel my place and my energy source changing. I also can 
recognize that it has been continually changing. I think that any of us 
that get into a good thing and a good time have a really hard time letting 



also find ways to bridge that gap in general. I hate even writing about 
this kinda thing - just cause it makes me feel old and whiny - but I don’t 
feel old (I still think I’m one of the younger ones) and I’m not 
complaining or whining or saying that shit sucks and it's all over - or 
anything of the sort. Actually I think now is an awesome time when 
things are shifting around a bit and a lot of new energy is being 
generated. I guess what I’m trying to say is that I think it’s important 
to continue to challenge yourself and not let yourself cling to a lost time 
of the past nor feel like things are stagnating. That doesn’t mean that 
because you find things changing - you have to leave the punk scene, 




Part of my life at present involves going to college and studying, 
trying in an attempt to create for myself a life which I will feel happy 
with. Going back to education at the age of 29 has not been easy but 
it’s a step I'm prepared to take. This in the hope that I can avoid a life 
of working mundane jobs with little meaning and virtually zero self¬ 
gratification. 

However, part of the education I’ve been receiving has not been 
in the academic sense, but in the "school of Life” sense. This 
occurrence brought to my attention a subject that is very rarely 
discussed yet affects a huge number of women throughout the 
varying types of societies which exist in the world today. It is a 
subject which is all too often kept in the closet and rarely ventures 
outside of the four walls which make of the family (usual 
patriarchal)home. Namely, domestic violence. 

One of my classes, our Communications Group, consists of 14 
women and 2 men, one of those being myself. A seminar presenta¬ 
tion was part of the requirements we all had to take part in. Many 
people chose subjects they knew something of or had experience in. 
Some were observational for example, how people treat each other 
by judgments of appearance (something I could very well relate too!), 
and others were very personal. 

The talk given by one woman in particular was of this nature and 
left many emotionally shaken or with a cold shiver running down their 
spine after the presentation. Some were in tears. Domestic violence, 
as I say, affects a great number of women. The women in my class 
were from varying backgrounds, primarily in their 30s and 40s and 
divorced or separated. Women who perhaps for the first time were 
gradually taking back control and destiny of their own lives. No 
matter what political stance you may hold, domestic violence is a 
subject which overcomes all boundaries. It is an aberration of our 
society which is too readily accepted as “normal”. 

The words this woman used in her talk, the simple dialogue 
spoken to explain how a marriage, originally “made in heaven", 
turned into one of violence and fear gives rise to such anger and 
emotion it’ shard to explain and put into words. 

The talk, as I’ve mentioned, touched upon everyone’s feelings 
within the room. It brought to me surface feelings and experiences 
many of the other women had also known or recognized. In the 
discussion that ensued, the emotions that I witnessed, the stories 
each woman had to tell, left my mind in a spin. One group of women. 
So many tales of violence. How much other violence and abuse was 
going on out there? Now!? 

These people are women. Human beings. Everyday people 
with everyday jobs with everyday lives. People who pass you in the 
street. People who hold no particular bearing on your own life yet 
many of these women have at some point been subjected to varying 
levels of physical or mental abuse. That so many are trapped in 
relationships or environments that they are afraid, be it mentally, 
physically, financially or emotionally to communicate to someone, 
anyone, or to leave their husband, lover, home or children, exposes 
the power and domination men can have over females. 

It is fucked. It really is a fucked up situation and I despair power, 
control, religion, all aspects that help keep women in an unequal 
position, all components that help preserve and maintain men’s 
views of how “life” should be. Traditions which do nothing to help 
bring people around to respect, appreciate and treat women as 
equals and human beings. 

The fact that so many women are scared, scared to bring 
attention to their plight for fear of reprisal or of losing the children, 
leaves them in a situation few can imagine. One I certainly can only 
trv to. That some women believe that it is their fault for being a victim! 
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So I’m contemplating whether it’s worth the expense to put tape 
deck into my piece of shit car and so I can completely distance 
myself from the societal world once again.

The talk given by one woman in particular was of this nature and 
left many emotionally shaken or with a cold shiver running down their 
spine after the presentation. Some were in tears. Domestic violence, 
as I say, affects a great number of women. The women in my class 
were from varying backgrounds, primarily in their 30s and 40s and 
divorced or separated. Women who perhaps for the first time were 
gradually taking back control and destiny of their own lives. No 
matter what political stance you may hold, domestic violence is a 
subject which overcomes all boundaries. It is an aberration of our 
society which is too readily accepted as “normal”. 

The words this woman used in her talk, the simple dialogue 
spoken to explain how a marriage, originally “made in heaven”, 
turned into one of violence and fear gives rise to such anger and 
emotion it’ shard to explain and put into words.

I To start with, “organic" gardening or growing is viewed as this 
sort of underdog PC newcomer in the world today, trying to find a little 
niche spot in farming methods and the market. But in the slightly 
bigger picture, organic gardening is as ancient as human farming 
itself, and chemical fertilizers, pesticides, and all of our modem 
methods have only been around for 70 or so years! Everything was 
completely organic before that, for untold thousands of years. So the 
whole perspective has been lost, buried under advertising and 
“agribusiness” (which means “food” - sounds tasty!). And unfortu- 
I nately, a lot of incredible valuable information and knowledge has been 

abandoned and lost, even in such a short space of time. A lot has 
happened, and quickly; especially since WW II, when there was a 
I sudden glut of nitrogen based chemicals left over from weaponry 
| production that needed to be turned into a new profit. 

Another odd point is that, to me at least, the fact that there is 
“organic” food, which means grown without the use of chemical 
fertilizers, sprays, treatments, pesticides, herbicides, and not jacked 
up with stabilizers, waxes, preservatives, etc. - sort of sheds a weird 
light on the rest of (the vast majority) of food available - i.e. it’s all 
loaded with chemicals inside and out, many of which are outright 
poisons to us and the rest of the world (pesticide and herbicide have 
that nice death ending “cide”, like suicide, homicide, genocide.) that 
mess being problem no. 1 . 

| No. 2 is that commercial plant varieties are generally selected and 

grown not for nutritional value of flavor, but for qualities like shipping 
I well, storing well, looking good, not bruising easily on a cross-country 
tractor trailer trip, uniformity, ability to be harvested mechanically, etc. 
So we lose out on nourishment and flavor - the essences of food! 

Problem no. 3! In order for agribusiness to work, monoculture 
(one kind of plant only) crops must be planted in huge areas. (You 
can’t spray a small or diverse plot of farmland by helicopter). Now 
I bugs and pests just love that idea because if they find the field and like 
I to eat that crop, well there's 150 acres of it there for them to munch! 

I So soon you’ve got a big problem, which leads you back full circle to 
spraying more chemicals. Another problem of the monoculture' 
agribusiness scenario is a serious reduction of natural biodiversity 
(just like human diversity, but in plants). For example, almost 2/4 of 
the potatoes grown in the US are one of 4 closely related varieties (the 
main one being the McDonald’s french fry potato)... 2 pea varieties 
make up 96% of the crop, 3 snap beans make up 76%, 2/4 of soybeans 
I grown are descendants of 6 oriuinal olants. the whnin i .iim Anumr-m 


the same plants keep taking the same nutrients out of it and depleting it 
- rotational planting helps, but you can also just add more chemical 
fertilizers! Also this loss of diversity really adds up - 97% of the varieties 
of cultivated food plants available in 1900 are gone today. And many are 
gone forever, a chain of evolution, development and adaptation stretch¬ 
ing back hundreds of thousands of years broken and destroyed. Since 
the oh so fateful arrival of our man Columbus, an estimated 75 % of the 
food plants in the Americas have disappeared (and we’ve also managed 
to destroy 75% of the good topsoil!) And many of these lost varieties 
have been selected and re-selected by farmers for nutrition, disease 
resistance, strength and vigor, for thousands of years - by saving the 
seeds from the healthiest plants and replanting them. So not only is the 
adaptability and strength of 
these particular varieties lost, 
but the whole genetic base of 
a plant type is drastically less¬ 
ened - insuring less adapt¬ 
ability and evolution for the 
future! And this incredible 
heritage is replaced by in- 
breeding propped up with 
chemical crutches. And the 
whole way in which the natu¬ 
ral world operates and 
evolves is marked and 
messed with - and this is an 
intricate web that we still 
hardly understand and so, 
don’t even know what we’re 
fuckingup...over99%ofplant 
species are known only by a 
scientific name. We’re con¬ 
tinually fooled by science’s 
arrogant and self-assured 
prejudice and egoism. Any 
good scientist will admit 
there’s infinitely more that we 
don’t understand, that which 
we do (or think we do). So 
like Columbus, like the de¬ 
structive teenager we con¬ 
tinually act like, we walk into 
a room start wrecking every¬ 
thing, before knowing or even 
looking at what it all is. “A 
weed is just a plant that we do 
not yet know the use of." - 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. A lot 
of the weeds we kill in our 
yards have more nutritional 
value than the food we buy at 
the grocery store! One can easily see how dead it is when there’s a lack 
of human diversity, in a room, an area, a town, and it’s similar with plants 
- monoculture is dead, static, and boring. And this loss of diversity 
manifests also in the people involved with plants - the loss of small, 
unique, family farms - destroying individuality, self-reliance, regional¬ 
ism, pride in your work, autonomy, character and culture. 

Ok! More! Problem no. 4 - Plants grown with these fertilizers, 
sprays, etc. get weaker and weaker, as they’re being babysat and 
bolstered by artificial means constantly. It’s bad for the plants, and bad 
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institute of knowledge and higher learning!) Hybrid seeds are often highly 
productive, but only for one year. They are generally either sterile, or 
don’t reproduce themselves true to form (i.e. mutant babies) in following 
years, thereby forcing the farmer to buy seeds from the company every 
year, instead of saving seeds from heizhis own crop. This is especially 
fucked in poorer are “third world" countries, where self-sufficiency is 
more akin to survival. Farmers become strapped in and dependent on big 
seed and chemical corporations, and are left with no viable seed of their 
own, low fertility in their soil, and chemical residue everywhere... and to 
have to return year after year forever. 

The other corporate advantage to hybrids is that they can be 
patented, and therefore controlled. And this leads into the whole budding 



(ha!) world of biotech, a multi-billion dollar, high-tech, and exclusive 
industry. Not just specific plants, but individual genes, are now being 
patented, in a quest for complete corporate control of the human food 
supply. And many of these genes are being taken from plants in poor 
countries whose farmers have developed varieties of food crops, by 
individual selection of seed, for thousands of years - only to have them 
taken, patented, and sold back to them. It’s a totally absurd, psychotic, 
and tyrannical situation, and it’s fairly easy to see in what directions it’s 
pointing us. And of course the FDA, USDA and Supreme Court are all 


sarily be done right now, or even in 1 or 3 years, but consider making 
it a priority. And not just for the good of yourself and everyone eating 
with you, but as a fuck you to Monsonto and the rest of the horde of 
corporate mongrels. There’s a lot of information available on organic 
growing, and a lot of different ways to do it well, and a surprisingly 
large amount of food can be grown on even a 1/4 acre with the right 
knowledge and plants. Growing one’s own food, or part of it, is also 
a major part of life itself, the human past and story, and the whole web 
of life on this planet - and it’s worth being involved with for it’s own 
merit alone. 3) If you plant a garden, buy seed that’s organic, 
untreated, and open-pollinated (which means non-hybrid - a plant that 
will reproduce itself true-to-form each year, so you can buy seed once 
and save them to re-plant each year for the rest of your life, and your 
children’s lives, and on and on...) There’s a lit of good non-corporate 
non-treated seed sources at the end. 4) Learn about plants! Learn 
about what you put into your mouth. And there’s also the whole world 
of medicinal plants as well.. Plants have always been our allies in 
survival and self-sufficiency, and still are if we want them to be. If 
you’re at all interested in learning about them, I highly recommend 
pursuing it - it’s an ever-expansive and interesting world, and you 
won’t be disappointed! Just start slow, and don’t let it overwhelm 
you... 5) Even if you can’t or don’t want to grow some or all of your 
food, buy it from a CSA (Community-supported agriculture) farm, a 
co-op, local market, or health food store - somewhere where they care 
about more than the profit. Now here we arrive at the big question - 
why is it so expensive?? Partly because organic growing is not done 
much anymore, not subsidized, and there’s not a large support 
network set up around to make it work as well as it could - in other 
words, organic food is not a social priority in corporate America. So 
small stores have to mark up prices more than typical on the groceries 
in order to stay in business. If more people shopped there, prices 
could go down some (that volume factor of business). But also, food 
in the US is not generally priced according to it’s actual value and it’s 
real cost to be grown and sold. If you factor in the further and actual 
costs of naturally-sustainable food production, like the environmental 
age of gasoline powered truck farming and food transportation, the 
damage to soil and waters from agricultural chemicals, and take away 
heavy subsidies for gasoline, petro-chemicals, and large scale indus¬ 
trial farming - you’d arrive at a price much closer to the cost of what 
the food is worth, and what it costs us as world citizens to produce. 
The cost of organic food reflects what it takes to enable an individual 
farmer to make a decent9iving without exploiting the soil, water, 
plants, cheap labor in other countries, etc. - or poisoning the living 
environment for every creature present and future - or having to have 
a shitty devoid job on some giant mechanized farm, or loading up the 
food with chemical ingredients that are actually cheaper than natural 
ingredients (only we could make that make sense), or generally 
fucking up with world for us all.

(cross-pollinated) for 1000’s of years by now. For wheat, out of 250 
available varieties, 10 dominate. So why is all that scary? For one, it 
is in direct contradiction of the way nature operates, which is through 
diversity, variety, evolution and change, and going in opposition to a 
millions of years old arrangement inevitably leads to problems. For 
example, those bugs mentioned before could foreseeable wipe out 75- 
95% of a certain variety of food crop in one epidemic, or a newly 
introduced fungus, bacteria, or virus (that’s the reason you don’t see 
the widespread chestnut or elm around anymore) — it’s a vulnerable 
and stupid spot to be in. Plus monoculture isn’t good for the soil as 
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breeding propped up with 
chemical crutches. And the

No. 5! This partnership of petro-chemical, big machinery, and oil 
corporate and industry farmers is spreading it’s disease to the seed 
industry. First off, most corporate seed is semi-toxic due to added 
fungicides and treatments. This is generally done to allow farmers to 
(mechanically) plant earlier and push the season, to expand profit. Also 
most corporations push hybrid seeds, which are selected and some¬ 
times genetically altered, for the commercial aspects previously men¬ 
tioned. The university near here, Virginia Tech, has been working with 
major grant money to develop the “Round Up-Resistant" soybean 
(‘Round-Up’ is a billion-dollar-a-yearearning herbicide made by Monsonto 
Co.). So this means whole fields can be doused repeatedly with the 
herbicide, killing everything in sight except the specially bred soybean! 
(And that’s the cutting edge of big money forward thinking at a major 


(ha!) world of biotech, a multi-billion dollar, high-tech, and exclusive 
industry. Not just specific plants, but individual genes, are now being 
patented, in a quest for complete corporate control of the human food 
supply.

So! In the interest of not letting this go on forever, which it could, 
we come to the question of what can we do? Various unibomber-type 
schemes aside, there are some fairly straight-forward things I do: 1) Not 
buying from chains and corporations! I extend this to all of them 
whenever possible, which is probably 90% of the time. There’s a lot of 
small independent stores and people who make things out there, you just 
have to find them. It’s a lot like music: you won’t get advertised to death 
about D1Y music, but once you find it, there’s a lot out there. 2) Plan to 
grown your own food! This is a serious undertaking, and can’t neces- 



won’t be disappointed! Just start slow, and don’t let it overwhelm 
you... 5) Even if you can’t or don’t want to grow some or all of your 
food, buy it from a CSA (Community-supported agriculture) farm, a 
co-op, local market, or health food store - somewhere where they care 
about more than the profit. Now here we arrive at the big question - 
why is it so expensive?? Partly because organic growing is not done 
much anymore, not subsidized, and there’s not a large support 
network set up around to make it work as well as it could - in other 
words, organic food is not a social priority in corporate America. So 
small stores have to mark up prices more than typical on the groceries 
in order to stay in business. If more people shopped there, prices 
could go down some (that volume factor of business). But also, food 
in the US is not generally priced according to it’s actual value and it’s 
real cost to be grown and sold. If you factor in the further and actual 
costs of naturally-sustainable food production, like the environmental 
age of gasoline powered truck farming and food transportation, the 
damage to soil and waters from agricultural chemicals, and take away 
heavy subsidies for gasoline, petro-chemicals, and large scale indus¬ 
trial farming - you’d arrive at a price much closer to the cost of what 
the food is worth, and what it costs us as world citizens to produce. 
The cost of organic food reflects what it takes to enable an individual 
farmer to make a decent9iving without exploiting the soil, water, 
plants, cheap labor in other countries, etc. - or poisoning the living 
environment for every creature present and future - or having to have 
a shitty devoid job on some giant mechanized farm, or loading up the 
food with chemical ingredients that are actually cheaper than natural 
ingredients (only we could make that make sense), or generally 
fucking up with world for us all. If organic and natural farming and food 
becomes better established, it could be more affordable, as can be 
seen in certain areas with well-patroned health food stores, but it may 
not ever be as cheap — food that doesn’t carry 1,000 deadly side 
effects is just not so cheap to grow, transport, and sell - there’s a trade 
in the kind of price one pays. Not being rich myself, it’s taken me 
awhile to sort this one out, but I’ve switched completely to organic 
food, and it feels good to cross out the corporate grocery store and it’s 
flourescent9light kingdom of processing from the list of places to go...

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So soon you’ve got a big problem, which leads you back full circle to 
spraying more chemicals. Another problem of the monoculture' 
agribusiness scenario is a serious reduction of natural biodiversity 
(just like human diversity, but in plants). For example, almost 3/4 of 
the potatoes grown in the US are one of 4 closely related varieties (the 
main one being the McDonald’s french fry potato)... 2 pea varieties 
make up 96% of the crop, 3 snap beans make up 76%, 3/4 of soybeans 
grown are descendants of 6 original plants, the whole Latin American 
coffee industry’s genetic heritage goes back to a single tree, and it 
goes on and on. There are literally hundreds of varieties of any given 
food plant, and most have been selected, grown, and intermixed 
(cross-pollinated) for 1000’s of years by now. For wheat, out of 250 
available varieties, 10 dominate. So why is all that scary? For one, it 
is in direct contradiction of the way nature operates, which is through 
diversity, variety, evolution and change, and going in opposition to a 
millions of years old arrangement inevitably leads to problems. For 
example, those bugs mentioned before could foreseeable wipe out 75- 
95% of a certain variety of food crop in one epidemic, or a newly 
introduced fungus, bacteria, or virus (that’s the reason you don’t see 
the widespread chestnut or elm around anymore) — it’s a vulnerable 
and stupid spot to be in. Plus monoculture isn’t good for the soil as 


- monoculture is dead, static, and boring. And this loss of diversity 
manifests also in the people involved with plants - the loss of small, 
unique, family farms - destroying individuality, self-reliance, regional¬ 
ism, pride in your work, autonomy, character and culture. 

Ok! More! Problem no. 4 - Plants grown with these fertilizers, 
sprays, etc. get weaker and weaker, as they’re being babysat and 
bolstered by artificial means constantly. It’s bad for the plants, and bad 
for the eaters; and as with anywhere - you get no substance and no soul. 

No. 5! This partnership of petro-chemical, big machinery, and oil 
corporate and industry farmers is spreading it’s disease to the seed 
industry. First off, most corporate seed is semi-toxic due to added 
fungicides and treatments. This is generally done to allow farmers to 
(mechanically) plant earlier and push the season, to expand profit. Also 
most corporations push hybrid seeds, which are selected and some¬ 
times genetically altered, for the commercial aspects previously men¬ 
tioned. The university near here, Virginia Tech, has been working with 
major grant money to develop the “Round Up-Resistant" soybean 
(‘ Round-Up’ is a billion-dollar-a-year earning herbicide made by Monsonto 
Co.). So this means whole fields can be doused repeatedly with the 
herbicide, killing everything in sight except the specially bred soybean! 
(And that’s the cutting edge of big money forward thinking at a major 


patented, in a quest for complete corporate control of the human food 
supply. And many of these genes are being taken from plants in poor 
countries whose farmers have developed varieties of food crops, by 
individual selection of seed, for thousands of years - only to have them 
taken, patented, and sold back to them. It’s a totally absurd, psychotic, 
and tyrannical situation, and it’s fairly easy to see in what directions it’s 
pointing us. And of course the FDA, USDA and Supreme Court are all 
lending their hands to help it along... as a good example of organizations

RECYCLING 

One of my personal agendas is recycling. While it’s not necessarily 
THE key to solving all the worlds problems -1 do think that it’s a very 
simple thing that you can do in your daily life that does have a big 
impact upon the world around us. I’ve always been a recycle. My 
family recycling long before there was a curbside pick-up. Before 
New York City initiated curbside pick-ups and mandatory recycling 
program I would haul all of my recycling 6 blocks to a community 
recycling program. Looking around at how lazy people have 
become these days - even when recycling is made incredibly easy 
for everyone -1 kinda laugh at how far out of my way I’ve 
always gone, simply because it was important to me and 
I think it matters. When you think about it - walking a few 
blocks, or driving a few miles down the street to dispose of 
your recycling isn’t that big of a deal.

In other words - rather that buying all of these over 
packaged products from the supermarket - buy food in 
bulk, or at least products which have a minimum amount 
of waste packaging. When given the choice I always opt 
for buying food and veggies in bulk - it is cheaper for one, 
and you don’t have to throw away useless plastic and p 
Styrofoam containers. If you can’t get what you need in f 
bulk then choose a packing material that is reusable and 
recyclable (Styrofoam is not - therefore it’s really waste¬ 
ful). You get the idea right. 

I used to print recycling and environmental tips in 
S&L regularly. After awhile I felt like I’d covered all of the 
information I could and that everything else was pretty 
obvious. Once you start thinking about reusable and 
recyclable materials and over packaging then each step of 0 DU 
minimizing follows very logically. And once you make 
these simple routines a part of your daily habits' - it doesn’t 
require any more work or thought. It’s been a long time since I’ve 
printed any of this stuff. And as time has passed and things have 
changed I thought that maybe it would be a good thing to cover once 
again. To me it is a completely obvious thing - but recently my eyes 
have been opened that not only does all of society embrace 
recycling - but a good amount of punks and alternative minded folks 
don’t either. Whether it be because they just never thought about it 
- or it’s just not convenient -1 think that is crap. When I first moved 
into my house I had a hell of a time getting the recyling bin delivered 
as well as getting them to pick it up. I called and called and bitched 
and finally it seems to be working. One of the things that I was asked 
when I didn’t have a scheduled pick-up was if anyone else on my 
block recycled. I thought that was crap too - cause, while I do think 
that everyone should - I should be able to recycle even if my 
neighbors don’t. These days you actually do pay a small fee in your 
city utilities to pay for recycling - so this is something that you are 
entitled to. This is where I kinda laugh - cause a few years ago I 


ing you can work at eliminating the vast amount of garbage that is 
generated. Look at the thrash that you regularly accumulate. Get 
familiar with the things that you generally buy and how much of that 
gets thrown away and then start to consider ways of reducing that 
trash. Start to buy products with less wasteful over packaging and 
perhaps buy less products all together. 

Precycling. Choose the reusable alternative to disposable over 
packaged products.

Basic cleaning: Vinegar and water 
Burned pans: First remove cooked food and boil water. Sprinkle 
with baking soda and soak for a few hours. Remove stains from 
non-stick surfaces by boiling 2 tablespoons of baking soda to a cup 
of water. Wipe with cooking oil before reusing. 

Coffee cup stains: Moist salt 
Coffee pot stains: Vinegar 

Dishwashing Liquid: use liquid soap such as Castile or rub a damp 
dishtowel over a bar of soap. Look for naturally derived glycerin 
based soaps. 

Disinfectants: Use 1/2 cup of borax in 1 gallon hot water. 

Drain Cleaners: Mix 1 cup baking soda, 1 cup salt and 1/4 cup 
cream of tartar. Pour 1/4 cup of this mixture down drain and follow 
with boiling water. 

Drain Clogs: Clear clogs with 1/4 cup baking soda following by V 
2 cup vinegar. Cover till fizzing stops, then flush with boiling water. 
Glass Cleaner: use alcohol to remove commercial glass cleaner. 
Then a mixture of 50% white vinegar and 50% water. (Glass 
cleaner emits an ammonia mist which you breathe. Ammonia is a 
poison, although usually without a warning label). 

Grease removal: Borax and damp cloth 

Handwashing dishes: Add 1/2 cup of vinegar to keep grease from 

clinging to pans and dishes. 

Laundry products: Use soap products which boast “washing 
soda". It brightens fabrics and costs less. 

Laundry: 1/2 cup of vinegar in rinse water will soften laundry and 
cut soap use. Using soap flakes is a non-toxic biodegradable 
substitute for detergent. Add 1/3 cup of washing soda (sodium 
carbonate) to help remove stains and grease 
Odor in containers can be eliminated with baking soda and water 
Pet odor remover: Vinegar 

Roach repellent: Chopped bay leaves, cucumber skins or boric 
acid 

Rugf urniture Cleaner: sprinkle cornstarch and baking soda on 
rugs and furniture, let sit, then vacuum. 

Scouring powder: Use baking soda to clean kitchen appliances, 
counters, sinks. It cleans and deodorizes at the same time. 

Soap buildup: can be removed from bathroom fixtures with undi¬ 
luted vinegar. Let sit for 5 min. then rinse. 

Surface cleaning: Vinegar and salt 
Use Rags, Towels and Sponges!

This 
zs to first time that I actually got to see the Stratford Mercenaries, having missed them earlier this year 
ad it was very heart moving to hear “Big A Little A” from the mouth of it’s originator. And likewise hearing 
Lae Disaster” from Aus Rotten with both Steve and Neil joining in - was pretty cool as well. But perhaps 
»e aest was the disco dancing from Gary and Steve at the end of the night. All told - it was a blast and 
e celebrated with the vegan Chinese and some vegan pumpkin pie. And my heart soared to feel the 
crpany of good friends in my new little abode. 

i went up to Baltimore recently for the first time. It is hard to believe that I have never ever been there 
tiough I have driven through at least 50 times - I’ve never stopped or attended a show. So when Sean 
icokn and Angel told me their band Apolitical was playing with Anti-Product and it was on my day off 
l decided it was high time to get up there and get a good dose of my beloved punk rock. It was a small 
tew - but still very cool. It was in a hall and it had that cool atmosphere of a convention - where just 
tout everyone had a table set up - either with information (IWW Party or Animal Rights) or zines, 
fiords, tapes and patches for sale. Food Not Bombs had food to eat and there were some political 
x-ented movies to watch. I thought that it was cool to have so much more that just bands - and it made 
Te wonder if people would come to such a gathering if you called it a convention and didn t have 
sands. Probably not. But I don't think that anyone would disagree that those aspects are the very 
rsngs that make it aH worthwhile. It’s been a long time since I’ve seen Anti Product. In fact I can’t 
actually remember when I last saw them - but it was at least a year ago. So that was very cool 
- tney were amazingly awesome - super tight and full of the frenzied energy. I still love the way 
re initiate a dialog about their ideas. They remind me more and more of Nausea - and that too 
makes my heart soar. It is still a favorite thing of mine to just show up at a show where I have 
trends who wouldn’t expect me to be in that particular place - it s a very cool feeling 
From Ashes Rise were set to play a house show in December and I was ail excited 
a:out seeing them again and expecting a really good show - only to find that highly 
o sappointing thing that happens where the show consists of the two traveling bands, the 
person who set up the show and 2 people who live in the house with like 3 people who 
actually came just to see that bands. That sucks so bad. It reminds me of the worst 
aays at ABC NO RIO. And it is the very thing that makes you say - why the fuck is it 
Lu hard to come and support a show? ! just feel bad tor the touring baqds in cases 
<e that. I’ve been on both ends and I know it just plain sucks. Most of all it is 
disappointing and disheartening. House shows are really the best and 
most ultimate means for holding a punk show. Obviously size limitations 
and a chaos factor can be a problem. But for the most part - when people 
are respectful and the attendance is generally going to be manageable 
- it’s the perfect means. And it sucks that the perfect outlet is then 
totally unsupported. Why? I’m not only making a case about this 
particular show - I’m thinking in general of these unattended small 
shows that are usually the coolest shows of all. They are usually the 
ones where in 3-4 years when a band gets really popular and cool 
you can remember seeing them in a tiny basement when only 3 
people came to see them. Fla. Well anyway... I've been getting 
decent dose of punk rock into my bloodstream and it’s felt good 
A new year has come, and it doesn’t really feel like a big deal 
I normally like to make of such an occasion. Time has become 
so weird. For the pastyear I’ve felt like “last year” was whatwas 
really two years ago. Somewhere along the line things have 
started to blend together and the years are indistinguishable. 

They say the older you get the faster time goes and I think that 
might be true. At least you have more experiences to 
remember and categorize and keep track of in your memory 
and it all runs together. But the occasion of a new year is ** 
a good time to start focusing on new projects and things ^ ; 
and that is where my head is at. Like I said, I’m adjusting . 
to Richmond, but I seldom go out and do social things. - 
Consequently I find that every time I do - it feel surreal. I find 
myself in the midst of something and I lose my bearings on 
where I am, where I live and all of those contextual things. 

It’s kinda odd. It’s at those times that all of the places I’ve *^ 
been in the past couple years sorta sweep past me and float 
all around me at the same time.

I should get out more often or what. But, it is winter-which ' 
is a good time for nurturing oneself and staying home - + 
drinking hot drinks and curling up in a warm and comfort¬ 
able place and reading a good book and that is what I ve > 
been doing.
